“Because the woman 
and her fetus are one, 
both physically and legal¬ 
ly, it is the woman whom 
the doctor advises and 
who makes the treatment 
decisions affecting herself 
and her future child,” said 
Justice Kathryn Feldman, 


who wrote the judgment 
for a three-judge panel. 

The court was ruling in 
the case of Jaime Paxton, 
5, who was born severely 
disabled after her mother, 
Dawn, began taking Accu¬ 
tane, a drug known to 
cause catastrophic in¬ 
juries to a fetus. 

Shaffiq Ramji, the New¬ 
market doctor who pre¬ 
scribed the medication in 
2002, believed there was 
no chance Dawn Paxton 
would become pregnant 
because her husband had 
undergone a vasectomy 
more than four years ear¬ 
lier.

Election 2008 


Expect more drama in House 

Experts talk about possible scenarios with another Tory minority 


“The Governor General is entitled to 
inquire and find out whether somebody 
else will enjoy the confidence of the 
House.” Professor emeritus Ned Franks 


As the dust settles from 
another federal election, 
Canadians may spend to¬ 
day blinking and wonder¬ 
ing whether the past five 
weeks were just a dream. 

But despite the same old 
outcome yesterday — 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in charge of a mi¬ 
nority government — the 
Canadian constitution does 
allow for some unlikely but 
interesting possibilities in 
the months to come. 

Three constitutional ex¬ 
perts weighed in with sce¬ 
narios that could change 
the status quo. 

A crucial thing to remem¬ 


ber is while the Governor 
General is not obliged to 
follow the will of the prime 
minister, she has to be care¬ 
ful exercising this authori¬ 
ty, said Edward McWhin- 
ney, a former Liberal MP 
who has advised heads of 
state on constitutional mat¬ 
ters. 

“The Governor General is 
part of our checks and bal¬ 
ances and there is a discre¬ 
tionary role still. There is 
the power to act in certain 
circumstances, but the Gov¬ 
ernor General is not elect¬ 
ed, and it is a power that 
would be used only with ex¬ 
treme caution,” he said. 


After an election the ini¬ 
tiative remains with the 
prime minister, and he is 
entitled to face the House 
of Commons. 

Once the House of Com¬ 
mons is in session, a minor¬ 
ity government always has 
the chance of being defeat¬ 
ed on a non-confidence mo¬ 
tion. 

This would not necessari¬ 
ly mean the calling of a 


new election, said Queen’s 
University professor emeri¬ 
tus Ned Franks, especially if 
the vote were to occur with¬ 
in a few months of Parlia¬ 
ment reconvening. 

Instead, “the Governor 
General is entitled to in¬ 
quire and find out whether 
somebody else will enjoy 
the confidence of the 
House,” Franks said. 

“This would not be (a par¬ 


ty leader) just saying, ‘Oh 
sure, I have it! No prob¬ 
lem,’” he said. Rather, he 
said, two or even three par¬ 
ties would have to credibly 
undertake to enjoy the the 
confidence of the House to¬ 
gether — and make a pub¬ 
lic commitment to govern 
as a partnership “for a peri¬ 
od of say, two years.” 

However, University of 
Toronto professor emeritus 
Peter Russell felt coalition 
power-sharing was an un¬ 
likely prospect in the cur¬ 
rent political landscape, 
even if the Liberals were to 
hold the most seats.

NDP 'building 
project' will 
continue 

ndp It wasn’t the orange 
wave that NDP Leader Jack 
Layton predicted, but for 
the New Democrats it was a 
respectable showing last 
night with several new 
seats. 

“We are up everywhere in 
popular vote,” party 
spokesperson Karl Belanger 
told Torstar News Service 
last night. 

“We won a seat for the 
first time in Newfoundland 
in a general election. The 
trend is good, but is obvi¬ 
ously still a building project. 
This campaign will definite¬ 
ly set the base for next 
step,” Belanger said. 

The new seats, most of 
them in Ontario, mean that 
Layton’s record is intact. 

This is the third cam¬ 
paign for Layton, 58, since 
he took over the leadership 
in 2003. In that time, he 
brought the NDP from 13 
seats to the 30 seats the par¬ 
ty had when parliament 
was dissolved Sept. 7. 

Tories wiped out 
in Newfoundland 

n.l. Conservatives were 
shut out of Newfoundland 
and Labrador, where 
Premier Danny Williams 
ran an anti-Tory campaign 
stemming from a bitter 
feud over control of 
offshore energy revenues. 

The Conservatives lost all 
three of their seats in the 
province, including Avalon, 
where incumbent Fabian 
Manning lost to Liberal can¬ 
didate Scott Andrews. 

The news was better for 
the Conservatives 
elsewhere in the Atlantic 
provinces, where they 
picked up four seats from 
the Liberals.

He was hamstrung by di¬

and nerdy. 

Voters’ cool attitude to¬ 
ward Dion was a problem 
at the door for the Liberals 
throughout the 37-day ef¬ 


fort, candidates said pri¬ 
vately. And he confided late 
in the campaign that the 
unprecedented barrage of 


negative personal advertis¬ 
ing was more damaging 
than he had realized at

May made only one cross- 
countiy campaign trip — a 
whistle-stop tour using a 
regularly scheduled passen¬ 
ger train — and spent near¬ 
ly all her time campaigning 
to win the seat in her home 
province of Nova Scotia.

Harper given benefit of doubt in Quebec

Quebecers saw fit to give 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper the benefit of the 
doubt yesterday.

But another Liberal candi¬

TURNOUT Advocates have tried 
to convince young people to 
vote for their future; immigrants 
to vote for their new country; 
and everyone else who's eligible 
to just get off their couches and 
vote because it's the right thing 
to do.

Women still seek equality

Tones make big 
gains in Ontario 

returns Stephen Harper’s 
Conservatives have 
broken a 15-year Liberal 
stranglehold on Ontario. 

While early returns in¬ 
dicated the Tories did not 
win enough of Ontario’s 
106 seats to secure a ma¬ 
jority government, party 
insiders were elated last 
night to best Stephane 
Dion’s Liberals in 
Canada’s most populous 
province. 

“Winning Ontario is a 
huge triumph for Stephen 
Harper,” Conservative En¬ 
vironment Minister John 
Baird, the prime 
minister’s Ontario point 
man, said last night. 

“We need to focus like a 
laser on the economy. On¬ 
tario’s future depends on 
it,” Baird, re-elected in Ot¬ 
tawa West-Nepean, told 
the Toronto Star. 

“The people of Ontario 
have given great support 
to Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and we will work 
hard to honour that 
trust.”

The only female party 
leader lost her bid for a 
seat last night, setting an 
early and troubling tone 
for those anxious to see 
more women elected to 
Parliament. 

With results in many 
tight races still being tal¬ 
lied late last night it was 
difficult to know if there 
would be more or fewer 
women sitting in the 
House of Commons than 
the 64 who held seats 
when the election was 
called in September. 

What was certain 
though — even before the 
campaign began — was 
that the number of 
women elected wouldn’t 
come close to the number 
needed, said Raylene Lang- 
Dion, chair of Equal Voice, 
a non-partisan advocacy 
group dedicated to getting 
more female politicians 
elected. 

Canadian women have 
been voting in federal 
elections for 90 years but 
still have not achieved 
equality in the results. 

Women make up half 


the population but when 
Parliament dissolved 
women held just one-fifth 


of the seats. 

Given the difficulty in 
making big inroads in 


overall numbers, it was es¬ 
pecially disappointing to 
see Green Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May — the highest- 
profile woman candidate 
in this election — go down 
in defeat in Nova Scotia, 
losing to Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay, she said. 

“It would have been 
good to see a female 
leader in the House of 
Commons,” Lang-Dion 
said. 

“I’m a big believer in 
what you’re shown. If 
young people only see 
male provincial leaders, if 
they only see male federal 
leaders, half of the equa¬ 
tion is missing,” Lang-Dion 
added. 

The United Nations says 
that for a critical mass to 
be achieved — where fe¬ 
male politicians are heard 
and heeded — at least 30 
per cent of the seats must 
be held by women. 

The battle at the polls 
for women may be over 
for now, but for Lang-Dion 
there is one more fight to 
wage: Cabinet posts.

poll yesterday gave Obama 
sizable leads in four battle¬ 
ground states. 

The Illinois senator, who 
has hammered economic 
issues in his own campaign 
speeches, was up 52 per 
cent to 43 percent for Mc¬ 
Cain in Colorado, 54-38 in 
Michigan, 51-40 in Min¬ 
nesota and 54-37 in Wis¬ 
consin. 


One day before the can¬

TSX gives thanks 
with record rally 


Toronto’s premier stock in¬ 
dex staged a massive 
rebound yesterday, 
surging nearly 900 points, 
as investors cheered plans 
by U.S. and European gov¬ 
ernments to collectively 
invest about $2.5 trillion 
US of taxpayer money into 
beaten-down bank stocks 
with an eye to preventing 
a global recession. 

The S&P/TSX composite 
index — which was closed 
for the Thanksgiving Day 
holiday — was quick to 
play “catch up” to Mon¬ 
day’s colossal rally in global 
markets, surging in early 
trading by as much as 18 
per cent and recording its 
biggest-ever intraday spike. 
It later gave back a huge 


swath of that gain, closing 
up 9.82 per cent, or 890.5 
points, at 9,955.66. None¬ 
theless, it was the steepest 
percentage advance on 
record for the index. 

“Clearly the Canadian 
market is catching up to 
what the rest of the world 
did yesterday (Monday) in 
terms of responding 
favourably to the various 
plans that governments put 
in place,” said Kate Warne, 
a Canadian market strate¬ 
gist with brokerage Edward 
Jones in St. Louis, Mo. 

For its part, the TSX re¬ 
mains firmly in bear mar¬ 
ket territory, down nearly 
34 per cent from its record 
high set June 18. 
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Daimler to 
close Ontario 
plant in 2009 

closure Daimler AG will 
close two plants, in St. 
Thomas, Ont. and 
Portland, Ore., to address a 
deep North American mar¬ 
ket slump that shows no 
signs of easing, the 
world’s biggest truckmak- 
er said yesterday. 

It said the move to chop 
its capacity by 20 per cent 
would improve annual 
earnings by $900 million 
US by 2011. 

The Ontario facility will 
close in March; the Oregon 
facility in June 2010.

The modern and swoopy 6 


New Mazda 6 gains size and power 


Mazda's success in lifting 
the 6 (or Atenza in other 
markets) to global acclaim 
— out of the 626’s boring 
mould — was no small 
feat. 

For North America, Maz¬ 
da poked and prodded the 6 
to nearly become the 
largest car in its class. One 
body style is offered, a 
sedan, fitted with your 
choice of either a powerful 
170-hp 2.5L four-cylinder 
engine or a really powerful 
272-hp 3.7L six-cylinder en¬ 
gine. That motor is wrapped 
in a four-door shell, modern 
and swoopy, helped along 
by even the smallest wheel 
size being 17-inch alloys. 

In Asia, Europe and the 
Middle East, the 6 is offered 
in three body styles like the 
outgoing model: Sedan; 
five-door hatchback; or 
wagon. It’s offered with a 
range of engines, including 
diesels. And size-wise, it’s 
nearly identical to the out¬ 
going car while “our” 6 is 
more than seven inches 
longer than “their” 6. Ours 
is also slightly larger in all 
other measurements, in¬ 
cluding weight. 

Do I need to express 
which one Canadians 
would rather drive? 

Despite wanting to hold 
the, um, dimensions 
against it, the new 6 is sim¬ 
ply larger than the original 
in every dimension: Wheel¬ 
base is lengthened by 115 
mm; overall length is 
greater by 195 mm; and 
overall width is increased 
by 60 mm. The upshot? 
You’ll benefit from more 
headroom, shoulder room, 
legroom and cargo room — 


the trunk grows by a useful 
39 litres to 469 litres. 

Inside, the 6 is a mix of 
current Mazda themes — 
pronounced centre stack, 
multiple red displays and a 
sporty instrument binnacle. 
Kudos to Mazda for keeping 
the two trim levels similar 
in interior appearance, with 
the base car feeling upscale 
— without making the top 
trim cars appear too cheap. 
Cubbyholes are every¬ 
where, but perhaps not as 
many as in an Accord. 

The car is offered in two 
trim grades, GS and GT. And 
listen closely because it gets 
murky: Each trim level is 
available with either the 
four-cylinder or six-cylinder 
engine. On four-cylinder 
models, the standard trans¬ 
mission is a six-speed manu¬ 
al, with a five-speed auto¬ 
matic optional. On V6 mod¬ 
els, a six-speed automatic is 
the only transmission avail¬ 
able. 

The four-cylinder GS 
starts at $22,495. You want 
standard features? Seven- 
teen-inch wheels, anti-loclc 
brakes (ABS) with electronic 
brake force distribution, 
traction control, front and 
side airbags as well as side- 
curtain air bags, height-ad¬ 
justable rear headrests, anti¬ 
theft alarm system, and en¬ 
gine-immobilizer are in¬ 
cluded, as are power win¬ 
dows, tilt and telescopic 
steering wheel, 

AM/FM/CD/MP3/AUX-IN 
stereo with six speakers, air 
conditioning, 60/40 split¬ 
fold rear seat. Both a five- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion with Sport mode (four- 
cylinder models) and satel¬ 


lite navigation system are 
available as standalone op¬ 
tions. 

When equipped with the 
3.7-litre V6 engine, the GS 
gets fog lights and LED tail- 
lights and bumps to 
$27,495. 

With the four- or six- 
cylinder motor, the only 
package available on the GS 
is labelled “Comfort” — in¬ 
cluded are: Dynamic stabili¬ 
ty control, eight-way power 
driver’s seat, sunroof, 
leather-wrapped steering 
wheel, shift knob and park¬ 
ing brake handle, and rain¬ 
sensing wipers. 

The GT trim is basically 
the GS with the Comfort 
package plus a few goodies, 
at a starting price of 
$27,395 for the four-cylin¬ 
der. Eighteen-inch alloy 
wheels, fog lights, LED tail- 
lights, leather interior, heat¬ 
ed front seats, four-way

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Bringing home an 
unwelcome souvenir 


f you’re squeamish, 
stop reading! This is a 
disgusting travel tale 
that reads more like a 
sci-fi flick than it does a 
real life occurrence. 

Two weeks ago, I was in 
the western part of Belize 
taking part in a jungle sur¬ 
vival course for a story. As I 
hacked through dense 
vines, my guide listed po¬ 
tential dangers: Venomous 
Fer-De-Lance snakes, car¬ 
nivorous jaguars, hot-tem¬ 
pered fire ants and the lit- 
tle-lcnown Bot Fly. 

Found in Central Ameri¬ 
ca, a Bot Fly looks much 
like a house fly, only bigger 
and hairier. It breeds by at¬ 
taching its eggs to a mos¬ 
quito. When the mosquito 
bites its victim the Bot Fly 
larvae burrows into the 
host’s skin and grows into a 
plump, white worm. 

Since I’d worn long pants, 
dressed in light-coloured 
clothing and doused myself 
in DEETI figured I was pro¬ 
tected. But I left the jungle 
with itchy red mosquito 
bites and lingering ques¬ 
tions. My paranoia grew, as 
did a mysterious red pim¬ 
ple on my butt. Along with 
the occasional burst of pus, 
there was a stinging sensa¬ 
tion. People thought I was 
crazy, but I was convinced 
— I had Bot Fly. 

Having never heard of 
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Bot Fly, my Canadian doc¬ 
tor concluded it was an in¬ 
fected mosquito bite and 
wrote a prescription. The 
diagnosis led me to Dr. 
Mom. A travel writer her¬ 
self, Mom is familiar with 
tropical oddities. Though 
she doesn’t have medical 
expertise, she’s good at 
tweezing her eyebrows, so 
we sterilized her pluckers 
and prepared for surgery. “I 
see something white,” she 
said, looking at the wound. 
“Is it pus?” I stammered. 
“What is it?” 

I looked up and found 
she had extracted a little 
white worm. The larvae 
was the size of a fingernail, 
a spiral of black hairs along 
his body. We stared, as¬ 
tounded. 

My stomach went queasy. 
I felt a mix of relief, disgust 
and I-told-you-so bravado. 
Sick! I’d just delivered my 
very own Bot Fly, a most 
unusual souvenir.

Canada produces a 
fraction of the films that 
come out of Hollywood, a 
number that dwindles into 
insignificance when you 
count other moviemaking 
giants such as India and 
China. 

Tiny budgets have en¬ 
sured that genres such as 
epics and adventure films 
are nonexistent, so it’s not 
surprising that we’ve only 
produced two war films in 
25 years, the newest of 
which — Paul Gross’ Pass¬ 
chendaele — is being re¬ 
leased this Friday. 

Like its predecessor, 
Robin Phillips’ 1983 The 


Wars, it’s set during World 
War I, and the pair may 
constitute the whole of the 
country’s catalogue of fic¬ 
tional war films. 

The fact isn’t surprising 
— movie production in 
this country is as much a 
bureaucratic as a cultural 
undertaking, and the 1914- 
1918 war looms large in 
our cherished national 
myths, thanks to histori¬ 
ans such as C. P. Stacey, 
who called it the most im¬ 
portant event in Canadian 
histoiy, and Desmond Mor¬ 
ton and J. L. Granatstein, 
who dubbed it our war of 
independence. 

The mere existence of a 
film like Passchendaele is a 
contribution to that long¬ 
standing project of buffing 


up our histoiy — with an 
educational component 
ready to be sent into the 
schools, you can look at it 
as a belated update to the 
memorials and cenotaphs 
that went up in the centre 
of practically every city, 
town and village in the 
country in the years after 
the Armistice. 

With such little practice, 
however, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing that Passchendaele is 
more familiar than 
groundbreaking. 

The brutal truth is that 
most films about World 
War I still play out like re¬ 
makes of Lewis Milestone’s 
Oscar-winning All Quiet 
On The Western Front, 
made in 1930 at the dawn 
of talkies. 


Much as the war left an 
indelible mark on Canada, 
it established its imageiy 
worldwide with nightmar¬ 
ish vividness early on, and 
eveiy World War I movie 
ends up recreating the 
scenes that Milestone 
filmed when the genera¬ 
tion that witnessed it in 
person hadn’t even 
reached middle age — the 


endless trenches bracket¬ 
ing a deadly sea of mud 
and barbed wire, filled 
with the bodies, living and 
dead, of men who had 
learned firsthand about 
the absurdity of politics 
and the futility of life, a 
cultural mood that would 
still be a vital force well 
past the point when the 
next world war began.

Grilled swordfish 
steaks with tomato 
and pepper salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 swordfish or other fish 
steaks, about 5 % oz (150 g) 
each 

4 tbsp (60 mL) extra virgin olive 
oil 

Juice of 1 small orange 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
Pepper to taste 
1 orange, cut into wedges, to 
garnish 

TOMATO AND PEPPER SALSA: 

7 oz (200 g) Italian tomatoes, 
diced 

1/2 red pepper, seeded and 
diced 

1/2 red onion, finely chopped 
Juice of 1 small orange 
Vi oz (15 g) fresh basil, 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 mL) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

1 teaspoon caster (superfine) 
sugar 

Pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Place fish steaks in a shallow 
non-metallic dish. Mix togeth¬ 


er olive oil, orange juice, garlic 
and pepper to season, and 
spoon over the fish steaks. 

2. For salsa, combine tomatoes, 
red pepper, onion, orange 
juice, basil, balsamic vinegar 
and sugar, and season with 
pepper. Spoon into serving 
bowl. 

3. Heat a lightly oiled, ridged 
cast-iron grill pan or a heavy- 
based frying pan over a high 
heat. Place the fish steaks in 
the grill pan or in the frying 
pan and cook for 2-3 minutes 
per side, basting from time to 
time with oil mixture, until 
fish flakes easily. 

4. Place fish steaks on individ¬ 
ual warm serving plates and 
grind over some additional 
black pepper. Garnish fish 
with wedges of orange and 
serve with salsa.
